A heart attack took 
from among us an individual who was 
doing a great deal for benchrest, and who, 
had he lived, would have done much more 
in years to come. Nate came out of no- 
where on to the national rankings in 1985, 
finishing in a two way tie for second place. 
Many thought that 1986 just might be 
Nate’s year. It was not to be, and our 
sport is the poorer for it. The NBRSA sent 
a wreath of flowers to the funeral; aclassy 
gesture certainly ... but indicative that, 
when all is said and done . . . there is just 
one sport ... and a good man is a good 
man, period. We've lost a good man, and 
a heck of a tough competitor. Rest in 
peace, Nate Boop. 

On to happier subjects. The inch and 
three quarters length PPC will be delayed 
for about three months, and the two inch 
version longer still. Thereby putting three 
more gray hairs on to the Palmisano nog- 
gin. Those things that you plan on don't 
work out... and those you take a stab in 
the dark at... do... as witness the fol- 
lowing story. Lou Palmisano was talking 
to Sako, in Finland, by phone, on another 
matter. He casually asked them what 
brass they were making out on the pro- 
duction line at the moment. They replied 
“308”. Lou asked them if they could 
make a special run of .308, with small 
primer pockets, and annealed further 
down the case body, to make for easier 
forming of shorter length benchrest wild- 
cats. They responded that they would see 
what they could do. A week later Lou gets 
a telegram that “your cases are made, 
and being shipped to you”. So Lou knows 
that a number of cases (somewhere be- 
tween 2 and 100,000) are in route to him, 
but he remains blissfully unaware of ex- 
actly what number. As this is written, 
Sako has just finished a run of .222 brass. 
And Lou is trying to get them to make him 
a number of them with small flash holes, 
as was speculated on in the April issue. 

Meanwhile, Remington is reported as 
planning a run of 7mm brass in 1986. The 
7BR is a lot thinner than the “regular” BR 
basic case, and a heck of a lot easier to 
work with. | am attempting to confirm this 
with Remington at the time of the 
editorial. 

We had a call from Ferris Pindell the 
other evening. It seems as if the other half 
of the original PPC brain trust isn’t satis- 
fied to rest on his accomplishments ei- 
ther. And I’m glad to see that. We badly 
need people such as Ferris to keep on try- 
ing, and experimenting. Ferris is one of 
our great ones, and we wish him well. It 
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seems as if Ferris is working with the .308 
case, at acase length of 1.800”. The case 
has a 40° shoulder, and is set up for the 
7mm bullet in a ten inch twist Atkinson 
barrel. Ferris has a fixture that he (sadly) 
estimates that he has about $2,000 worth 
of labor in, for working on case wall uni- 
formity. Ferris has made a set of two 
piece bullet making dies, on which his 
search for absolutely zero tolerance mat- 
ing of the surfaces probably turned up an- 
other $2,000 in labor. The bullets are 150 
grain, and the load that he is working with 


is 36.0 grains of 4895 powder. Mr. Pindell . 


tells me that he strongly feels that 7mm 
and 6.5mm are the “next frontiers” for our 
sport. Could be; | ain’t about to argue with 
either Palmisano or Pindell. 

Several of our readers have picked up 
on the T.J. Jackson quote in his April 
issue article, where T.J. remarks that... 
when you have a set of scope blocks on 
top of your rifle action, toss on a set of 
rings, and clamp down a scope... unless 
everything is perfectly in line (most unlike- 
ly)... the torque on your action thereby 
created ... is exactly the same as bad 
bedding underneath. You have, in es- 
sence, bad bedding . . . only difference is 
that it is on top of the action, not under- 
neath. Those few sentences may clear up 
something that we were dimly aware of 
previously ... we merely needed some- 
one such as T.J. to sort of kick us in the 
pants to emphasize the point. It could ex- 
plain a lot of problems that some of us 
have been having, with guns that “just 
won’t shoot”. Thank you, sir; we needed 
that. 

While Ferris Pindell was off in the wilds 
of Indiana, working on a 7mm wildcat, 
meanwhile, in perfect ignorance (and be- 
lieve me, never was a phrase more correct 
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and precise), the editor had just gone into 
seclusion to work on a 7mm wildcat of his 
own. The .300 Savage case was selected 
as the proper basis to start with, which 
the factory turns out in 1.871 length. The 
factory case has arather short neck; .192 
to be exact. The shoulder was pushed 
back to give a longer neck, in the .360 vi- 
cinity, and the shoulder sharpened a bit, 
from 30° to 35°. The neck was set up at 
.305, to give us a chance to clean up the ~ 
necks with exterior neck turning. Speedy 
Gonzalez shipped off a few of his 110 
grain bullets to Keith Francis at JGS, and 
Keith set up the throat dimensions specif- 
ically to handle that particular bullet. We 
are printing herewith the chamber specs, 
which JGS maintains on file, and is now 
tooled up for. When the reamers are re- 
ceived, they will go to T.J. Jackson, who 
will make us up a box of cases based on 
the .300 Savage brass, as well as some 
based on the BR basic brass, and finally 
we'll run the reamer in a bit short, and see 
what we can do with some of that 7mm 
BR brass. We have no idea how it will 
work out, but we will have some fun 
muddlin’ around. Now | have no wish to 
arouse the rabble, but it is possible that 
this wildcat, the 7mm Dauntless, will be 
the greatest wildcat that the sun ever set 
on. On the other hand, | must admit, it may 
not. The latter opinion however, if ex- 
pressed aloud, could (accidentally, of 
course) get you taken off the mailing list. 
So, keep a civil tongue there, fella. 
Seely Masker on drugs! A PS exclusive! 
Well, to be specific, Seely was in for a bit 
of surgery lately. But he’s all right now; 
cranky and opinionated as ever. When | 
called the hospital, and he chewed me out 
over something in the latest issue ... | 
knew that he still had the will to go on.

touching, jumping, jammed? Anybody got any comments on powders that seem to shoot better under par- 
ticular weather circumstances? Anybody want to make any comments about some “improvement” to the 
standard factory .222 being very worthwhile? Anybody got any thoughts about any special way of chamber- 
ing, or throating, that they want to get up on a soapbox over? Finally, under IDEAL conditions today . . .do 
you really believe that the .222 can shoot with the PPC .. . at 100 yards? ... at 200 yards? 


A few of the gentlemen addressed. . . do not like to write letters. Okay, darn it, rough out your notes... and 
call me in the evening. I'll make rough notes . . . as you babble. | don’t offer that . . . except under unusual 
circumstances!

Dear Dave 

Yes, I’ve had some success with the 
.222 (the little rascal). Indeed it has won 
more matches for me than any other 
case/bullet combination that | have ever 
used. 

| believe that | will answer your last 
question first. Yes, | do believe that, under 
IDEAL conditions, the .222 can, and will, 
shoot with the PPC. | believe that the 
basic problem that we have to realistically 
face is the simple fact that not too many 
rifle matches take place under ideal condi- 
tions. In my opinion the PPC does have a 
real advantage in wind, by virtue of its 
ability to attain a higher velocity, with a 
heavier bullet. Also, as we all know, the 
6PPC is a splendidly accurate cartridge. 

It has been my experience that the .222 
is a rather trouble-free, easy-to-load car- 
tridge, with excellent case life. It will shoot 
well with almost any powder designed for 
the small capacity cases. For many years 
| used nothing except ball powders; first it

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was BLC-1, then 335. The 335 (and it 
does vary a bit, from lot to lot) gave me as 
good, or better, groups than the BLC-1, 
with higher velocities. After moving to 
Phoenix, and finding 95°-105° tempera- 
tures commonplace, the 335 powder did 
not seem to shoot as well as | thought it 
should. After a bit of research, and seeing 
some pressure figures on ball powders in 
high temperatures (95° upwards) the 
thought occurred to me that maybe | had 
just found the reason that | had done less 
than gloriously on a few occasions in my 
early days of shooting when | had gone to 
Texas in the middle of the summer. (Edi- 
tor: that makes good reason #97 for not 
going to Texas in the summer). 

| was fortunate enough to win the unre- 
stricted class at the NBRSA Nationals in 
Midland, Texas a few years back, using 
T322 in my .222 at the time. In cool weath- 
er (below 95°) | use T335, and when the 
temperature climbs higher than that, | 
switch to T322. The reason that | do not 
use T322 all the time in the deuce is that | 
can get a little more velocity with T335. 

In the deuce, | think that bullets should 
be seated out to touch the lands, and with 
moderate neck tension. The bullet should 
move back in the case .008 to .010 when 
the bolt is closed. | have ALWAYS been 
able to make my .222 shoot better by 
touching the lands. Some barrel/bullet/ 
powder combinations require more or 
less seating pressures; this will have to be 
worked out by the shooter. 

As to improvements on the .222, there 
have been several tried with some suc- 
cess. The .222%2 comes to mind, as does 
the .22-35, and .22-45. lamin the process

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of having a .22-45 made up at present, 
and it should be ready for the spring 
matches. If the information that | have is 
correct, velocities with this case, using a 
52 grain bullet, will be in the 3450-3500 
range. If this is correct, | will try a little 
heavier bullet, somewhere in the 60 grain 
range, and will call the combo the .222 
RIW (Re-Invented Wheel). 

To sum up my opinions and feelings on 
the standard .222, it is a very accurate 
cartridge that is easy to load, comfortable 
to shoot, and accurate enough to be com- 
petitive with the 6PPC. It is a bit more 
wind-sensitive than the 6PPC, and as a 
result, the shooter has to do a better job 
of watching conditions. It is a fine car- 
tridge for the new shooter. 

In my various .222 rifles, | have throats 
that range from rather long to nothing 
more than just having the ends of the 
lands broken. | have not been able to de- 
tect any appreciable difference in accura- 
cy among them. If the gunsmith has done 
a good chambering job, | suspect that any 
of them will be satisfactory. 

It is a cartridge that is so easy to make 
shoot, and so much fun.to shoot. | have a 
place in my heart for the deuce that no 
other cartridge will ever fill. 

Gonna have to sign off now, Dave. For 
some reason the pilot is flying the plane 
upside down ... and my ball point pen 
won’t work in this position. 


P.S. Addendum (a few days later). | 
shot my .22-45 for the first time this past 
weekend, at a Phoenix match. A .1702 
100 yard agg with it.

Dear Dave, 

| don’t think | can be of much help on the 
222. | shot it for a period of only two years 
(1959 and 1960) before changing to the 
222%2. Trying to remember back twenty- 
five years; we used, and had good results 
with the Remington, Western and Norma 
brass. Available primers at the time were 
Remington 6/2 and RWS. Powders used 
were 4198, 4895, Ball C | and Ball C Il. 

The biggest problem we had was that 
many of the rifles didn’t shoot competitive 
size groups until they were loaded up so 
hot we were piercing primers. That was 
the reason for going to the 222%. It gave 
the necessary velocity without the primer 
piercing high pressures. When Reming- 
ton introduced the 7¥2 primer with the 
stronger cup material it ended the primer 
piercing problem and some of the shoot- 
ers went back to the standard 222 with 
excellent results. Back in the 60’s and 
70’s a lot of shooters got their first taste 
of bench rest shooting with a 40X in 222 
caliber. 

I've been trying to think of who is cur- 
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rently having good results with the 222. 
The first name that comes to mind is Bill 
Hall in Kentucky. He has been giving the 
shooters fits in the unlimited class shoot- 
ing a standard 222. 

Sorry | couldn’t be of more help on this 
subject.

| believe the relatively few guys winning 
with the 222 are using the same methods 
being used with the PPC. One additional 
thing, cases would need to be selected for 
case wall variation. Some of the 222 
brass is pretty bad, upa to .003” at the 
neck or more. Selection with a .001” max- 
imum would get rid of this problem. The 
small head of the 222 should straighten 
easily on firing, so base bias should not be 
a problem. 

Powders to try would be H322, Norma 
201, and maybe 203, Herc R7, and per- 
haps RIl, and 4895. Long grain powders 
such as 4198 are generally not favored by 
bench shooters now because they do not 
measure well. 

The last time | shot the 222 well enough 
to win was at Johnstown in 1975. 4895, 
as much as could be gotten in the case 
using a long drop tube and a slow drop, 
did the job of setting a new light varmint 
100 yd agg record. It also won the overall 
NY State Championship two gun aggre- 
gate at the same shoot, combining both 
light and heavy varmint. The cleaning rou- 
tine then was simply to wire brush with 
Hoppes after every group. This did allow 
a build-up of powder fouling near the 
breech which did affect accuracy. Present 
day cleaning methods would probably 
prevent this build-up. 

My plan is to rechamber my 222S for a 
tight neck and to select cases as de- 
scribed. Will use them on switch-barrel ri- 
fles with fiberglass stocks, Leupold 36X 
scope, etc. | will let you know how | make 
out. Have found a place to shoot in Ocala

where | hope to obtain permission to 
shoot any time. Down here (Florida) the 
weather is such that you can shoot every 
day. Surprisingly enough there are no 
bench ranges within 200 miles holding 
open competitions.

Dear Dave, 

| guess that I’m not surprised that you 
should drag me into the .222 discussion 
...|’ve been messin’ around with that lit- 
tle cuss for nigh on to twenty years now. 

My early shooting was pretty much 
confined to BLC-1 for a powder choice. 
That is a pretty moot point for today’s 
shooter, because that powder has been 
unobtainable since 1970 at least. After 
that stage, | went to RE7 powder, which | 
found to be a lot more satisfactory than 
BLC-1 ... because humidity variations 
would do strange things when you were 
shooting BLC-1.. . it would tend to drive 
you crazy on damp, humid days. | 

Then came H4895, which | prefered to 
the Dupont 4895, because of the smaller 
grain size of H4895. | was using Federal 
brass; it had more capacity than the Rem- 
ington brass. . .and more capacity meant 
more velocity. 

| can’t really give you a hard and fast 
rule on whether it is best to touch the land, 
or jump the bullet with the .222 Reming- 
ton. It is very much a matter of the prefer- 
ence of the individual gun. The deuce is a 
very tolerant cartridge, and will shoot 
quite well through a fairly wide range of 
seating depths. On the other hand, each 
rifle will have an optimum seating depth, 
and itis only at that depth that you will get 
the Nth degree of the accuracy potential 
of that particular gun. Finding that opti- 
mum dimension exactly . . . will mean the 
difference between .250 groups ... and 
.150 groups. 

| remember some testing that did in the 
Dallas area... shortly after the advent of 
the PPC case. The testing was done by a 
friend and myself; we had three rifles with 
us that day ... a .222, a 6PPC, anda 
.22PPC. We were each quite similar with 
the .222 and the 6PPC, but the .22PPC 
was brand new tous, and we had butlittle 
loading information, and absolutely no 
experience with the round. We were using 
the Sierra 60 grain 6mm bullet, and the Si- 
erra 52 grain 22 caliber bullet . . . two bul- 
lets with roughly the same ballistic coeffi- 
cient. The two of us were shooting on 
adjacent benches, firing at the same time, 
at 200 yards, and deliberately choosing 
hard blows to fire in. Both the .222 and the 
6PPC were giving us about the same size 
groups ... about 4 inches (this is Texas 
wind, son, and we were selecting com- 
plete reverses to fire in). The .22PPC was 
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much worse. Finally | became a trifle an- 
noyed, got in my car, drove into town, and 
got ahold of achronograph. And promptly 
returned. We found that the load that we 
were shooting was only giving us 2800 
f.p.s. No wonder the little stinker was 
drifting all over the paper! We took a deep 
breath, looked up in a silent appeal ... 
and started tilting that powder can. That 
afternoon we worked our way up to 3600 
f.p.s. with the .22PPC. That was too hot, 
certainly. But let me tell you this ... we 
took a heck of a lot of drift out of those tar- 
gets, my lad. Indeed, at 3500 f.p.s., the 
.22PPC was still shooting quite a bit tight- 
er than the 6PPC, or the .222 at 200 
yards, in wind. You may recall a period of 
Don Geraci’s career, when he was primar- 
ily shooting the .22PPC, and as usual for 
Mr. Geraci, the loading was done at devil- 
take-the-hindmost pressures. | would no 
more tell you his load in those days than | 
would tell you how to build an atom bomb. 
Don was shooting at 3650-3700 f.p.s. 
with the .22PPC about then. Far too hot. 
But don’t ask me to explain all the tro- 
phies he picked up in that era. 

| just finished reading your January edi- 
torial, where you are talking about the 
need for a good five cent cigar. . .and the 
need for a good .25 caliber bullet. | know 
what you're thinking, Dave, and while | 
watch new developments with a lot of in- 
' terest, when you are talking about less 
wind drift, via a heavier bullet, at pretty 
decent velocities . . . you are also going to 
turn up a lot of problems that come with 
such acombo. More recoil, scopes taking 
a pounding, rings and bases coming 
loose, whatever. You and | each go back 
to the era when Marlin Bassett got down- 
right serious about the 6.5 mm, and a two 
or three year period of frustrations. (Edi- 
tor: agreed, but | question if Marlin was 
ever able to come up with a true match- 
quality 6.5 bullet). 

By the way, in a recent issue, Merrill 
Martin suggested that one should dry fire 
a rifle on sandbags, and watch closely to 
see the amount of jump in the crosshairs. 
I’m not claiming to know more about sin- 
gle shots, and lead bullets, than Merrill 
does, but! do know this. . . with a bolt ac- 
tion, the test is worthless unless you have 
a fired round in the chamber. 

Hmmm... as | look back at things, | got 
a bit off the original subject there, didn’t |? 
(Editor: what the heck was the original 
subject, anyway’). Well, to closeitup... 
the .222 gives MUCH longer barrel life 
than the 6PPC .. . itis easier to shoot... 
has a lot less recoil... and is a lot more 
forgiving of shooter error than the 6PPC. 
The combination of those factors is not to 
be taken lightly.

GEORGE KELBLY 


Dear Dave 

I’ve been playing with wildcats based 
on the .222 family of cases for probably 
twenty years now. | shouldn’t say “play- 
ing with”, because | use them as my first 
choice in matches, to this day. 

For years | used the original 22-45 wild- 
cat, whose origin is usually credited to 
Ralph Stolle. Ralph's original version was 
the .222 Magnum case, full length, with a 
45° shoulder; that sharper shoulder, with 
the same original body length, gave a 
markedly longer neck, in the .350” length 
vicinity. The case body was not blown out 
at all. In my version, | have been using the 
same length neck as the standard .222 
(.313 approximately) but | used .300 for a 


final figure. This gives my version 50 thou- 
sandths longer body. Several good 
shooters have played around with the 
.223, accomplishing roughly the same 
changes as those working with the mag 
case. Both groups of experimenters have 
worked with 35° - 40° - 45° shoulder an- 
gles, with 45° probably being the most 
popular. 

| myself am now fairly settled on a wild- 
cat based on the standard .222 case, with 
a short .200” neck, 45° shoulder, and 
three thousandths per side body taper. | 
know that Walt Berger is playing with a 
roughly similar wildcat right now; but | 
think his case has a .250” neck with a two 
thousandths per side body taper. Realize 
that when you sharpen the shoulder on a 
.222 (which has a 23° shoulder, as it 
comes from the factory ... as does the 
.223 and the mag as well) to 45°, you have 
your choice of where to stick the extra

length that you just picked up when you 
did away with the gradually sloping shoul- 
der. Some experimenters increase the 
neck length, some use it in the case body. 

In the March issue, Ted Boughton (in a 
letter to you, in the 1968 or so era) re- 
marked that he did not know who it was 
that originally developed the 2222. | can 
tell you that; it was Paul Gottschall, a Hall 
of Fame member from Ohio. It really came 
out of a mistake; Paul was chambering a 
barrel for the standard .222 and, in error, 
ran the reamer in too far. Then he started 
thinking about his too-long chamber, and 
decided to try it, using .222 mag brass. 
There have been several versions of the 
.222%2; Ed Shilen’s version was longer 
than the original Gottschall case, and Ted 
Boughton’s version was different than 
both. There is also a version based on 
.223 brass. 

This year | will be shooting the .222-45 
that | described earlier as being the case 
that | had settled on. A chronic problem 
with some domestic brass in .222 mag 
size is that the primer pocket is a bit out of 
round, and they can leak gas. | had been 
using the .222 Winchester brass for a 
number of years, because they had good, 
tight primer pockets. When | was leaving 
for the Cactus Classic a few weeks ago, | 
managed to get ahold of twenty .222 mag 
cases as made by Sako. | shot this in a 
.22-45 (based on the mag case), and if 
Doc Palmisano is able to import these 
cases in quantity, he’s going to sell a 
bunch of them to .222 family enthusiasts. 
The cases are very good indeed; after 23 
firings those primer pockets were sitll 
tight. The Sako brass is a bit heavier than 
domestic brass, but | was most favorably 
impressed. 

With my souped-up standard .222 
based wildcat, | am getting 3500 f.p.s. | 
should point out that when | have the ve- 
locity above 3450, | use a 15 twist barrel. 
All the winning that | ever did with .222 
cartridges was with 15 twist barrels. We 
all tend to have our own theories about 
whatis important in the accuracy field. My 
own personal pet theory is that the num- 
ber of rotations of the bullet is very impor- 
tant. The rotations for a bullet traveling in 
the 3350-3400 f.p.s. vicinity in a 14 twist 
barrel is just about the same as for 3500- 
3550 f.p.s. in a 15 twist barrel. In my opin- 
ion, the best accuracy for a 14 twist barrel 
is right about at 3350 f.p.s. If you are 
going to move up to 3500, you have to 
keep the rotations about the same, and 
this calls for a 15 twist. (Note that the “ro- 
tation tables”, courtesy of the Kelbly com- 
puter, may be found in the March, 1983 
issue, page 6).

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I'm using Norma powder, about 46.5 
clicks on the Culver measure, of Norma 
201, with 53 grain bullets, in my .222-45. 
As far as seating goes, | prefer them 
touching the lands enough to square up 
the land markings on the bullet (that is to 
say that the land marks are the same 
length and width both). In my testing I’ve 
found the best loads to date have been 
47.5 clicks with Atkinson barrels, or 46.5 
clicks with Hart barrels. I’ve found N201 
to be easy on cases. It is relatively insen- 
sitive to weather, which is not always true 
of some accuracy powders that we have 
worked with in the past. RE7 is one that 
comes to mind; when it got really hot out- 
side, | can remember some shooters 
whose loads went sort of crazy, in bygone 
days. 

As you know, Larry Engelbrecht just 
won the Cactus Classic, with a Waldog 
(shortened .22PPC). The load that Larry 
did his great shooting with was a load that 
chronographed 3080 f.p.s., a quite mild 
load. 

| guess I'll close with the wish that Doc 
Palmisano is able to import Sako brass 
for the entire .222 family. My few sample 
cases look awful good to me! 


STAN BUCHTEL 


Dear Dave 
Not only have | played with the .222 
family wildcats in the past ... I’m still 


playing with them. Heck, not only am | 
playing with them. . . I’m shooting them in 
the matches. 

There are basically just three of the 
family wildcats, when all is said and done. 
There are probably several varients of 
each, but basically there are just three. . . 
the 22-45, the 23-45, and the .222 
improved. 

The 22-45 is the .222 Magnum, with a 
45° shoulder. Some like a longer neck, 
some like a longer body. The issue be- 
comes a bit muddled because some of us 
insist on calling a standard .222 witha 45° 
shoulder a 22-45. It ain't a .22-45... it’s 
an improved .222, and | wish that we 
could get this straightened out. There are 
variations on the 22-45; the 22-40 and the 
22-35 come to mind. The main difference 
is the shoulder angle. Some have a longer 
neck, some have a longer body, some 
straighten out the body taper a bit, some 
do not. 

As to powder, well, Norma 201 has 
been a great discovery; it works just 
great. For some reason, it seems to me 
that H322 works better in the smaller .222 
cases than in the 22-45. It’s not some- 
thing that is rock-solid, cast-in-bronze; it 
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merely seems that way to me. 

While | enjoyed your recent write-up of 
the 2222 wildcat of bygone days, | can’t 
see it as a good selection today. The 
222% holds 1-12 more grains of powder, 
and avoids the trim operation that is 
necesary with the 222%2. 

| also shoot the standard .223, with the 
only change being a tight neck. | used 
Remington brass for a long time with the 
.223; | wona 100 yard Nationals and a 200 
yard Nationals at different times with it. 
T.J. Jackson got me acase of .223 Feder- 
al brass a while back, and it was the best 
brass | ever saw. Weighing it was a waste 
of time. I’m now on my second case of 
.223 Federal brass. 

With the 23-45, | prefer H322 powder. 
The 23-45 | shoot is the .223 case with 
about a .250 neck, and a very little body 
straightening. My standard load varies 
from 44% to 45 clicks on the Culver pow- 
der measure, with H322. Velocity will 
vary, depending on the barrel and the lot 
of powder. My chronograph testing 
shows velocities ranging from 3380 to 
3420 f.p.s., with 3385 being the most ac- 
curate velocity. 

Talking about H322 lots ... I'd like to 
get off the main subject for a brief mo- 
ment. Whole bunches of shooters are ab- 
solutely convinced that grey colored 
H322 is slower than black colored H322. 
Many accept this as a holy writ. It ain't 
necessarily so! | have seen very dramatic 
exceptions to this rule of thumb, and you 
would be well advised to NOT accept this 
as gospel. 

| use George Kelbly’s .222 improved 
when | wish to use the standard .222 
length case. That version has a .200 
length neck, 45° shoulder, and three 
thousandths per side body taper. Al- 
though a shorter case, |am getting almost 
as much velocity as from the 23-45 or the 
22-45. There’s nothing too exhausting 
about case forming; you simply fire form 
the standard case. And the very few sam- 
ple cases of the Sako brass that Doc 
Palmisano has brought into the country 
look awfully good . . . | just hope that he 
carries off the venture. 

In my experimenting with the 23-45 and 
the 22-45, a chronograph shows that | 
can get darn near the same velocity rang- 
es out of quite a few powders ... 748, 
N201, H322, 4198, BR28, and probably 
H335. 

While no one loves the deuce family 
more than |. . . | still feel that the beginner 
to the sport of benchrest should still start 
with a 6PPC. | spend a lot of time and 
money trying to beat the PPC ... but it’s 
still king of the hill in 1986. 

That’s not going to stop me from trying, 
though!

BENCHREST SHOOTER OF THE YEAR, 1986 


A scholarly review of the possibilities, 
using the most modern computers, to say 
nothing of an abacus, and albatross, a 
Norden bomb sight, a crystal ball, and fi- 
nally ... a coin (to flip). 


The editor is fond of horse races. In- 
deed he has been known, in his time, to 
step up to the betting window, and pass 
pieces of green paper through to the per- 
son on the other side. A serious handicap- 
per will give consideration to a myriad of 
possibilities ... the likely pace, jockey 
changes, track conditions, class, and 
even the horse's sire and dam (daddy and 
mommy, for those new to such 
matters). 

It would seem to me that | should be 
able to predict the Benchrest Shooter of 
The Year for 1986. Of course the danger 
exists that once | will have done so, | 
would remove all element of suspense. 
Furthermore, if | did not predict that a 
given shooter was going to win the top 
award ...| might so discourage him that 
he might stay home and sulk. Perhaps 
even start biting his thumb. Or start 
shooting .22 rimfire, or fast draw, or 
something. 

Still, when all is said and done, my duty 
is clear. Go ahead, stupid, put your foot in 
your mouth (again). Make a fool out of 
yourself (again). Still, duty (to my fans), 
and honor are involved. I’m going to show 
the readership how a top level handicap- 
per would approach the question. And, 
after I’ve explained my reasoning, you will 
marvel at how simple the matter really 
was. Excuse me for a moment while | put 
on my Sherlock Holmes (deerstalker) hat, 
light my pipe, look thoughtful (intelligent is 
too much to ask); sit down and be quiet, 
Watson. 

First of all, an overview. The NBRSA 
has five “designated matches”, the IBS

has the same number, plus the Super 
Shoot ... a total of eleven (I think). The 
Jon Leu Fan Club has none; we will not go 
into the reasons for that decision here. 

Actually, in the three preceeding years, 
the NBRSA had the smallest of advantag- 
es. A minor point, certainly ... the 
NBRSA Nationals, a four gun contest, 
rather than the IBS three gun match. 
Thus the NBRSA side of the aisle had two 
more yardage awards, one more grand 
agg, and one more multi-gun award. . . all 
at double points. A small matter, and to 
the shooter’s credit, | never heard a word 
of complaint (on the other hand, like many 
shooters, I’m a bit hard of hearing). This 
year, with the IBS returning to a four gun 
format, that small advantage is 
removed. 

The overview angle this year appears 
to favor the IBS hopes. We must presume 
that all five matches of the IBS can be 
reached by their shooters without undue 
agony. The Super Shoot is right over the 
Ohio line; make it six matches easy for 
them to reach. Ditto for the NBRSA Na- 
tionals, also in Ohio; make it seven. Final- 
ly, the last designated match of the yearis 
in Greenville, South Carolina . . . a bit fur- 
ther, but not the other side of the world; 
make it eight, if an IBS shooter is really 
serious about winning. 

The three necessary ingredients, if one 
aspires to the Imperial Purple are: 

—Advanced talent as a shooter, and 

experience in the pressure cooker of 
national competition. 

—The equipment necessary to win. 

—The drive/desire to win the thing 

badly enough to be willing to pay the 
price ... that price being travel, ex- 
penses, and the wear and tear of a 
six month long campaign ... with a 
lot of practice and equipment 
experimentation. 

Equipment, per se, is self obvious. The 
truly top-level benchrest competitor usu-

ally has ups and downs in his career. You 
can always get a good argument raging 
over the question of “why”. There is a 
school of thought that says that they rise 
and fall based on the eternal question of 
whether or not they have a “hot” barrel at 
the moment. | do not profess to know 
whether this opinion is correct or not... 
certainly other factors must enter into the 
question ... still, you can make a good 
case for the theory, if you choose. 

Drive/desire, the willingness to pay the 
price for success is at least equally impor- 
tant. No one who has ever done really well 
in benchrest shooter of the year competi- 
tion ever made it into the top echelons of 
the rankings without getting awfully de- 
termined about his objective. A few of 
them have so much drive that they occa- 
sionally make the less resolute a trifle un- 
comfortable. Faint heart never won fair 
lady ... to say nothing of number one 
ranking in Benchrest Shooter of The 
Year. 

To sum things up ... I’m tempted to 
pick Lowell Frei. . . but! am uncertain how 
many matches that Lowell will make this 
year. So, I'll be a bit of a coward, and pick 
“the contenders”. My first pick would 
have to be my buddy, Dick Maretzo... 
who should be a tough defending champi- 
on. The Gonzo Dentist is tough in a num- 
ber of conditions, ranging from dead calm 
“trigger pulling contests” to one step 
short of a named hurricane. Next pick 
would have to be Tony Boyer, who has 
more desire and drive than a lovesick 
Cape Buffalo. Then I'll choose Lester 
Bruno, who usually can be counted on to 
shoot well in Ohio. Next, Don Geraci, but 
he cannot skip the IBS Nationals if he is to 
make a serious run at things. Walt Berger 
would be tough under certain circum- 
stances; he is shooting well right about 
now, with a couple of hot guns. Ed Goff 
and Glenn Newick (now living in Texas) 
might surprise. If Lowell Frei finds himself 
with a number of points early, travel be 
hanged. . . he’ll be at the “points” match- 
es. Nate Boop came out of nowhere last 
year, and may do it again. 

And it’s no fun without picking a long- 
shot. For long-shots I'll have to look to the 
Southeastern Region where the 
names of Larry Earp, Ed Watson, and Jeff 
Summers come to mind. 

And ... what if Jef Fowler were to de- 
cide toreally make arunatit. . .in 1986?

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(Editor’s introduction: You may recall 
that | mentioned, in the December issue, 
two gunsmiths of excellent reputation lo- 
cally, that were just beginning to acquire a 
national reputation ... Clay Spencer, of 
Virginia; and John Ambler, of Colorado. 
When | was in Midlothian, Virginia last Oc- 
tober, | had a chance to talk with Clay 
Spencer at considerable length, and was 
impressed with his opinions. Around No- 
vember | mailed off to Clay a sleeved 40X 
heavy varmint rifle that | had purchased 
used, and whose barrel was now getting a 
bit tired. I’d never tried a Shilen 6 groove 
barrel, and | consider Ed to be a good 
friend. | ordered a 6mm heavy varmint 
barrel from Irving, Texas, and shipped the 
rifle off to Clay Spencer with two words of 
instructions ... “fix it”. I'll share Clay’s 
March 3rd letter with you). 


Dear Dave: 

By the time you receive this letter, you 
will have already received your rifle and 
will have had time to examine it. | hope 
that the work is satisfactory and up to 
your standards. (Editor: Sho was). 

When | last talked to you, you had 
asked me to write you a letter and explain 
to you what methods | used in rebuilding 
your rifle and why. | told you then that | 
was not a writer, but | would do the best 
that | could. So, here goes. 

When | received the rifle from you, you 
gave it to me with instructions to chamber 
the barrel in 6 PPC with a .262 neck and 
do whatever corrective action | felt was 
necessary, as well as refinish the stock; 
you said that you would send a barrel of 
your choice. When | first brought the rifle 
home, | gave it a quick examination be- 
cause | had no idea when the barrel would 
arrive. Upon my initial examination, | had

decided that the action was sufficiently 
rough inside to warrant removal for mak- 
ing the corrective measures. So, | put the 
gun away and just waited for the barrel. 

Several weeks later, when the 6 groove 
barrel arrived from Ed Shilen, | examined 
it with my bore scope thoroughly and | 
must Say that the barrel, as always from 
Ed, looked quite good inside. There were 
no signs of any score or tool marks what- 
soever; his barrels are usually picture per- 
fect. When | started to work on your rifle, 
the first thing that | did was remove the 
barrel again and install my work trigger. 
This is a separate trigger that | keep in the 
shop just for working with the action so 
that | don’t have to take a chance of dam- 
aging a customer’s trigger or have any 
trash get in it. 

| then took out my lapping compounds 
and proceeded to lap in the bolt. About an 
hour later, | felt that the bolt was up to par 
for benchrest, and | felt there was no need 
to spend any more of your money to do 
further work on the action when it seemed 
fine as it was. This is the reason that | had 
decided not to remove the sleeve and just 
paint around it. 

The next step was to make the meas- 
urements on the receiver, and chamber 
the barrel. The method of chambering 
that | used was shown to me by John 
Eaton several years ago. John went to 
great lengths to show me that this was a 
better way, even though it did take quite a 
bit more time and more effort to set the 
barrel up. My machine is fitted with a three 
jaw buck chuck on the headstock and, on 
the back of the machine, | have opened it 
up and made a small four jaw chuck to go 
on it. | slipped the barrel all the way 
through the headstock and locked it up in 
the chucks. Then | have two pins that are 
ground for whichever caliber | am using. | 
put one in each end; they are piloted, and 
they have .001 per inch taper on them. | 
put indicators on both ends of the barrel, 
adjust the back end of it, then adjust the 
headstock end, then back to the other end 
and so forth until the indicator reads zero. 
At this point, | feel that the center of the 
barrelis in the center of my machine andin 
the best position to do any kind of accura- 
cy work to it. 

The next thing that | dois face the barrel 
off square. Then, based on the measure- 
ments that | have made, | cut the barrel 
tenon and the threads first, double check 
them, then make sure that they are right. 
Following that, | select the proper pilot to 
fit the barrel, then | just sit at the machine 
and run the roughing reamer in until it is 
about .250 short of a finished chamber. | 


like to cut the last .250 with a finish ream- 
er; I’m not sure if it’s completely neces- 
sary to cut that much, but it makes me feel 
a whole lot better about the job, and it 
works well for me. | cut the chamber until 
the go gauge is .001 deeper than zero. 
The next step, at least on your action 
because it’s a Remington, is to cut the 
counter bore for the bolt nose. | don’t 
know how many people are going to 
agree with this method, but | also got this 
from John Eaton. | take a two flute single 
end mill and put it in the chuck and set it in 
the tailstock, and put it up against the end 
of the barrel and cut the counter bore in 
until it is about .015 short. Now, all I’m 
doing here is removing metal; I’m not try- 
ing to do anything that’s super accurate. 
I’ve already cut everything short to leave 
room for that. The next step is to put the 
tool holder up there, and | go in and bore 
the counter bore to the proper depth with 
the clearance that | feel is necessary to go 
on the bolt. Then | bore the sides of it until 
it matches the bolt where | think it fits the 
best. | like about .005 clearance between 
the end of the bolt and the end of the bar- 
rel. At this point, if | have done everything 
properly, the barrel should fit. The next 
thing | do is put the machine in high gear 
and touch everything up with a little bit of 
400. | don’t know if it’s always necessary, 
but | think it makes a better looking job. 
Now the next step is to remove the bar- 
rel from the machine and try it in the ac- 
tion. In most cases it will fit properly the 
first time, but if it doesn’t, this is where the 
rub comes in on this type of chambering. 
The barrel has to be put back in the ma- 
chine, and it has to be put back in the 
same spot that it was in when it was start- 
ed. When chambering between centers, 
the barrel can be slipped in and out of the 
machine quite easily. But when the barrel 
has been indicated in, then it becomes 
necessary to put it back in the chucks, put 
the pins back in it, and indicate it again, 
then make whatever cuts are necessary 
to make the barrel fit. Some people who 
are doing chambering will not agree with 
this method because of the time required 
to actually set the barrel up. Plus the 
headstocks are too long on a lot of ma- 
chines to facilitate putting the barrel 
through it and being able to indicate it on 
both ends. But if everything fits right the 
first time, then | don’t have to worry about 
putting the barrel back; | just take the bar- 
rel and turn it around and indicate it all 
over again. Then | cut it off to the correct 
length, square it off, and then install the 
crown. The crown that | put on for you is 
just the standard target crown. The barrel 
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has been faced, and then | have a tool that 
is ground with a radius on 1 that is used 
for nothing but crowning. | set the tool up 
against the barrel and cut the crown .020 
deep. 

| have a piece of a Lyman scope that a 
friend of mine had when he was riding ona 
horse. He had his rifle in a scabbard, and 
the horse ran away, and he and the saddle 
fell off the horse. The scope broke into 
four or five different pieces. He gave it to 
me, and | took the eye piece that you look 
through, took it all apart, and found it had 
areal good lens init. Turned around back- 
wards, it becomes a magnifying glass bet- 
ter than I’ve ever used. So, now, | take a 
light and shine it up to the barrel and 
check the crown with this peice of scope. 
If it suits, then | remove the barrel from the 
machine. Then | set the barrel up again. | 
have a small tool that | have cut to take the 
threads of the barrel that | put in the 
chuck, and then | use another one of John 
Eaton's tricks. | have aluminum plugs that 
| turned which | slip up into the barrel and 
they go right into the rifling to hold the bar- 
rel on center. | set the barrel up in the 
chuck and in between the tailstock center; 
then | go to work on the barrel with a file if 
necessary and bring it down with different 
grades of paper until the finish is whatev- 
er the customer wants. 


INTRODUCING — NEW 


Different customers have different 
ideas about what kind of finish they want 
on their barrels. And different customers 
have different ideas about what kind of 
barrel length they want and what kind of 
chamber and neck sizes they want. When 
a customer contacts me and tells me what 
he wants, | may or may not agree with it. If 
| disagree, | will try to explain why | disa- 
gree and why | think he ought to do it my 
way. But, since the customer is paying for 
the work, what he wants is what he gets. 

Now, the next step with your rifle was to 
take it over to the fellow who does the 
painting. His name is Bill Taylor, and | feel 
he does an excellent job. He uses a paint 
that is a two-part epoxy paint which is 
very similar to Em-Ron. It’s hard like Em- 
Ron, but it’s not as hard as Em-Ron. | 
think maybe it holds up alittle better than 
Em-Ron, though. My personal experience 
with Em-Ron has been sometimes when it 
is chipped, a large spot will chip off. With 
the paint that Bill uses, if it is hit hard 
enough to nick it, it’s just a nick in that one 
spot and it doesn’t pop off. Mr. Taylor 
does all the finishing: he fills the stock, 
sands it and gets it as smooth as he feels 
is necessary, and then he paints it and 
puts on two coats of clear. | think after you 
have examined your stock, based on the 
shape it was in when | received it, you will 


agree that it really looks sharp now. | had 
polished the sleeve before | took it over to 
him, before we taped it up. 

When | finally got the stock back, | had 
received another letter from you stating 
that you wanted the Kelbly rings and the 
Unertl bases. So | called George Kelbly 
and ordered the rings and had them 
shipped in. Then | scrounged around 
through my own bases and found two that 
would fit the existing holes in your sleeve. 
So there was no extra drilling and tapping 
required. | just slipped the bases on the 
sleeve and put the Kelbly rings on. And | 
must Say that | think it looks exceptionally 
sharp with these rings and bases. | would 
like to add here that | have cleaned the 
barrel thoroughly before the rifle was 
shipped to you. | recommend that you get 
out your bore guide and clean the rifle 
again before you attempt to fire form any 
cases or do any kind of shooting with it. 

| feel at this point that the rifle is in as 
good a condition as you could find on the 
firing line anywhere around. | hope that it 
performs well for you, and | am looking 
forward to shooting with you this year. 
Hope to see you soon.

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Dear Dave: 

Sorry about the lack of correspondence 
lately but | have been having a ball experi- 
menting and taking some of my own 
advice. 

Being an accumulator of junk, always 
saving old brass and bullets, | decided to 
go back and try some of my new found 
discoveries on a few of my old hand guns 
and rifles with lead bullets. The results to 
date could be the basis for articles for the 
next 10 years. (and illustrated)!! Just for 
the hell of it, | ordered a 10” bull barrel in 
32-20 for my Thompson Contender to see 
what bore and twist it would have. LUCK! 
It comes in .308 and 12” twist. Using the 
same 192 gr NEI plain base bullets from 
Coors in that little case with 10 gr of 2400 
and 7 gr of 4756 powder gave 1150 FPS 
and 3/8” groups in my 20 yd basement 
range. When it stops raining that one gets 
tested at 100 yds. | finally found a use for 
the cigar box full of 40 year old 32-20 
cases. | couldn’t believe how well they 
shot with the .010” over size neck cham- 
ber, but using the 1/16 polyethelene wads 
of course did the trick!! The bullet is nearly 
as long as the case. 

Everyone is discovering and writing 
about heat treating lead bullets now, but 
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The Finest Quality Gunstocks of Many Designs

they are missing the really big and excit- 
ing point (and target). The hard bullet 
shoots lousy. Everyone has articles about 
the different alloys for different hardnes- 
ses. One pot of lead will do everything, re- 
ally!! It has become stupid simple. Half 
wheel weight and half pure lead plus 1% 
tin spelled out means 5 Ibs wheel weight, 
5 Ibs lead and 700 grains of tin. From that 
one pot any hardness bullet can be made 
and the weight and size will be the same 
and not change like when changing the 
alloy. Just make believe you have carbon 
tool steel. After casting, do the sizing and 
gas check attaching if desired. Most lead 
bullets are screwed up by sizing!! Every- 
one has said it and | am saying it. But it re- 
ally does not have to be! | discovered all 
the stuff is right in front of our eyes to doit 
correctly and accurately and dial indicat- 
ing on a bullet spinner proves the point. 
Taking my clue from the Star lube sizer 
which pushes the bullet straight through 
and out the bottom, but base first, | went 
to work on my Lyman & RCBS lube sizers. 
It’s not possible to lube and size simulta- 
neously and get accuracy, that point must 
be understood from the beginning. 

It's a simple matter of removing the 
ejector rod from the bottom of the sizer so

there is room for the bullet to be stuffed 
through the die and out the bottom. Next 
select a nose punch that does not come to 
a sharp edge or make a flat nose pusher to 
push the bullets nose first through sizing 
die. The center of the punch should be re- 
lieved so the pressure is against the 
edges of the bullet base and not touching 
the sprue in the center if it happens to be 
sticking up. 

A trace of case lube on the sides of the 
bullets or any lube will ease the bullets 
through the die if very over size. It’s amaz- 
ing how true they come out. 

Then harden and age for 24 hours. 
Hardening was at 450° F. The next step 
has never been mentioned anywhere, | 
don’t believe. Just temper or draw back 
the lead like tool steel. Try different batch- 
es at heats like 2 hours at 400°, 350°, 
300°, 200°, etc., and let the bullets in the 
oven cool down slowly after the 2 hour 
soak. By alittle testing you can come out 
with hardnesses from 10 BHN up to the 
full hard of 25 BHN and any step between. 
You quickly discover the lower BHN hard- 
ness shoot the best groups in the normal 
low velocities desired, 1200 - 1500 FPS. 
The gas check designs are required for 
the higher velocities, pressures and hard-

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nesses but again it takes a few tries. So 
far “as cast” hardness is very unreliable 
and uneven. 

| can understand the reluctance to use 
heat treated lead bullets after noting the 
comment by several writers about distort- 
ed bullets. That comes from trying to get 
the highest possible hardness at the high- 
est oven temperature and slumping the 
bullets. Just backing off 25° to 450° 
leaves plenty of hardness and strength 
and so | just put them in the oven ina pan 
in a pile and quench by pouring them intoa 
5 gal pail of water with arag at the bottom 
for a cushion. Dial indicating in a bullet 
spinner shows no warp atall. Great for ac- 
curate production! 

After hardening and tempering, just use 
the same die the normal way lubricating 
the bullet base down. Now it does not ef- 
fect the trueness in any way going in and 
out from the top of the lube sizer. 

Damn few jacketed bullets are as true 
as lead bullets made this way. After all 
these steps most bullets will spin in the 
.0005” to .001” range. 

Oh yes, in between final tempering and 
lubricating, most of my rifle bullets get the 
dry lube and wax tumbling operation men- 
tioned in previous articles. This lets me 
get a little higher velocity without leading 
and a little smaller group. | don’t do it on 
hunting loads or pistol stuff but only when 
trying to get groups under minute of 
angle. 

And none of the above should be used 
without a wad behind the bullet to prevent 
gas cutting. Just about every material a 
punch could cut has been tried by yours 
truly and to date the best and cheapest 
has been low density polyethelene, up to 
.375 cal 1/16” thickness works well and 
we are experimenting with 3/32” for the 
.450 cal up. 

| loaded up some 38 commercial wad 
cutters known for their horrible leading in 
revolvers but this time | put the 1/16 
polyethelene wad behind them and sur- 
prise! No leading and out of my S & W 
Mod. 19 they shoot better than match

To check my memory, | loaded 5 
without the wad and after firing had to use 
steel wool to get the leading out. Those 
wads work wonders. 

The next item neglected by the sport 
writers is what to do about scope paralax 
when you don’t have an adjustable objec- 
tive lens for distance. | found a quick fix 
and it works on most scopes and perfect- 
ly. Please don’t blame me if it voids your 
warranty. 

Since most scope manufacturers have 
problems making a perfect product, they 
usually have a built in correction point. 
The gameis to find where that pointis and 
not screw up your scope. | was in the mid- 


dle of the African bush when given the op- 
portunity of fixing the Professional White 
Hunter’s scope or not shoot. With that in- 
centive | learned about where things were 
in the scope design. My finger prints are in 
the funniest places but that Professional 
now has one very sharp scope. | kept re- 
membering it was my ass if the White 
Hunter couldn’t back me up properly if | 

goofed up on a big beasty. 
| should send illustrations where and 
how to make the adjustment on the 
scopes as it’s rather difficult to put it all in 
words and as all the things I’ve been 
doing, it ends up stupid simple.

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er class field, Remington actions of 
course dominate the entries. These ac- 
tions are manufactured to close toleranc- 
es, absolutely necessary for benchrest 
competition accuracy. Things are in line; 
things such as the bolt, bolt face, receiver, 
and receiver threads. If the action does 
not check out properly in all four areas, 
the gunsmith will have a few problems. It 
is my firm personal opinion that if we are 
talking about a custom action, the next 
step of the gunsmith should be to repack 
it, tie a red ribbon around it, and send it 
back to the maker. 

In the blackpowder world, you can buy 
flintlocks in finished form, or kit form. 
When you buy a kit form gun, you get a 
lower price, primarily because you have 
quite a bit of work ahead of you. If the 
maker is selling his custom benchrest ac- 
tion in kit form, he should clearly state so. 
In the absence of such a warning, | (per- 
haps naively) presume that they are sell- 
ing a finished product. If, for instance, the 
receiver threads are out of line, and need 
to be corrected ... we're now talking 
about expensive surgery. And the gun- 
smiths capable of correcting the problem 
are not found behind every sassafras 
bush. 

If the receiver face is rough or not 
square, it can be faced on a mandrel be- 
tween centers. The bolt face can be 
squared. However we still have the 
threads to consider, and if they are out of 
line, the barrel will only shoulder on one 
side of the receiver face. 

If the receiver is squared with out of line 
threads, then the barrel will be cocked off 
the center line, causing cocked case 
heads, hard bolt closing, shots out of the 
group ... and ultimately ... galloping 
diarrhea. 

The first indication that we have a prob-

Figure #1 presents no problem to the 
gunsmith and a properly fitted barrel 
should perform as a tack driver. 


Figure #2 


Dotted lines of an off center receiver (exagge- 
rated), i.e. threads not true to C.L. To salvage 
such an action, the threads must be cut over- 
size and true with the center line. There is no 
other way to correct this condition. Finally the 
Receiver face is cut square in the same setup. 


Figure #2 — This is a nightmare and 
will possibly drive the gunsmith to drink. If 
he faces the receiver on a mandril then the 
barrel will only shoulder on one side of the 
receiver. Then if he faces the receiver in 
line with the threads (dotted lines) the bar- 
rel will be off center line, and off square 
with the bolt face causing cocked 
caseheads on each firing. 

“For What It’s Worth Dept.” — I’ve 
seen some pretty damn good Rem ac- 
tions come through this shop. No, they 
are not all perfect and neither are some of 
the customs. 

A Warning to Customers: If you pay for 
a custom action, be sure you get exactly 
that. You paid for custom and should not 
have to pay your gunsmith for anything 
other than barrel fitting and other normal 
assembly work.

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have found as much as .002 from one side 
to the other; this usually on worn or im- 
properly trued actions. 

After facing the receiver and fitting a 
barrel, | check the barrel shoulder and the 
receiver face contact with a light coat of 
die maker’s blue. If the threads are true, 
and the barrel shoulder and receiver 
shoulder are square, the contact will be 
uniform all the way around. If the contact 
is heavier on one side than on the other, 
then the threads are out of line. 

Sometimes a little knowledge is worse 
than none at all. I’m referring to the prac- 
tice of lapping the bolt lugs, among other

things. If the lugs and lug seats are rough. 
lapping (without facing the lugs and 
seats) will have very doubtful 
improvement. 

In no instance should a new bolt be 
lapped into a new or different receiver; or, 
for that matter no bolt or receiver should 
be lapped in until both are trued. 

Finally, if the shooter wishes to have an 
action sleeved, he should have his gun- 
smith do any of this corrective work be- 
fore the sleeve is installed.

Neil Jones, of Custom Products, has 
improved his sizing die line, and come up 
with a new seating die as well. The dies 
are adjusted with micrometer heads for 
fine and accurate settings and are fin- 
ished in a deep blue-black. Workmanship 
is tops throughout, both in fit and finish. 

The neck sizing and decapping die is 
basically the same die we reported on in 
the April '85 issue of Precision Shooting. 
It can be used with the neck sizing die but- 
tons or with the bushing which not only 
neck sizes, but also maintains shoulder- 
case head dimensions, the outgrowth of 
the problem with the PPC case growing 
slightly with higher levels of powder 
loads. The buttons and bushings can be 
furnished in just about any desired sizes 
or calibers. The new item added to the as- 
sembly is the micrometer head which al- 
lows us to make very small adjustments 
with a high level of accuracy. 

The seating die and base have the 
same micrometer adjustments. The die 


body is made up of two parts; the main die 
body and an insert which fits into the top 
of the die of the proper size for the bulletin 
use. The insert can be had in any number 
of sizes and the fit of the bullet and seat- 
ing stem in my sample was perfect. The 
insert is held in place by a small allen 
screw for quickly changing the insert, as 
well as die cleaning. 

The micrometer heads on both dies are 
easy to read. Graduations between num- 
bers is .005”; between numbers and a 
long line .0025”; and between the line and 
dot .00125”. The settings are held in 
place with a small allen head screw. 

This die set offers the ability of chang- 
ing the die from one caliber to another 
with only a few die parts. For example, if a 
change from 22 PPC to 6 MM PPC is de- 
sired, the sizing button or shoulder bush- 
ing is changed in the sizing die and the 
seating insert and seating stem are 
changed over. These additional parts can 
be had any time from Custom Products 
for die change over. 

The sizing die is $37.50 for one case 
and caliber. The seating die is $45.00. For 
full details and prices of the Custom Prod- 
ucts line, send $1.00 for Neil’s current cat- 
alog to Custom Products, R.D. #1, Box 
483-A, Saegerton, PA 16433.

Forrester sand bag. 


It's been several years since Bill 
Forrester designed his front sand bag, 
one which has become almost a standard 
piece of equipment among the bench rest 
competitors. Several others have made 
the same bag with only very minor differ- 
ences. Robert W. Hart & Son, and Ed 
Joiner to name but two. The bag brought 
about some re-writing of the rule book for 
additional clarification, because it was the 
front bag a great number of competitors 
wanted. 

Bill, like so many others when winter 
months roll around, has redesigned the 
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basic sand bag. It offers a small area of 
contact with the lower surface of the fore- 
arms of the rifle and cuts down drag be- 
tween bag and rifle. Secondly, the sides 
have less area and are designed so that it 
is impossible to lock the forearm in any 
way to the front stand.

Some competi- 
tors get the sides of the old bag tight 
against the firearm sides and this presses 
the “no guiding means” rule somewhat, 
and puts referees on the spot.

Wally Hart hasn’t been sitting around in 
a vacuum this past winter either. He now 
offers a new action and chamber cleaning 
tool. It is thirteen inches long. The alumi- 
num handle is 2%2” long, and 7/16” in di- 
ameter. It is mounted on a stainless steel 
rod, and on this rod is a high density 
polyethelene bushing which fits inside the 
action and keeps the assembly centered 
during use. The brass head is 1” long and 
11/16” in diameter. At the end of the brass 
head is a 3/4” hole which will accept a 
dental roll which can be obtained from 
Wally and other suppliers, as well as your 
local drug store. The dental roll can be in- 
stalled and removed instantly, just by slip- 
ping it into the 3/4” hole. The dental roll 
can be shaped to clean the cone of a bar- 
rel that is set up with the cone bolt head, 
or used straight through the brass head to 
clean the rear of flat barrel faces.

Dear Dave, 

As you know | have been working on a 
257 Benchrest Cartridge for some time. 
Possible names include .257 Aggwacker, 
.257 Mongolian Tuba etc. The purpose 
for this combination is very specific. It is 
not set up for good conditions or 100 
yards (since most matches are won at 200 
yards). Of course if you shoot a .1250 
Agg. at 100 yards it sure does make the 
grands easier. No, not those easy condi- 
tions, where you lose ground if you shoot 
a .525 at 200, but the absolutely snotty 
conditions when the chips are down and 
all the marbles rest at 200. This caliber is 
designed for a 10 to 15% improvement in 
drift. To those who say a 10% improve- 
ment is insignificnt, ask Gary Ocock what 
it feels like to lose the Three Gun at the 
IBS nationals by .0001” (ask Bob 
Adamowicz what it’s like to win by 
.0001). 

The base cases investigated were all of 
the small primer configuration. These in- 
cluded the .308 Basic, .30-30 small prim- 
er, PPC 1.750”. | picked the .308 basic 
over the other two because of the propor- 
tions of the final configuration. My experi- 
ence in shooting the BR tells me a solution 
to sticking problems is in the proper 
amount of body taper. 

| look for a .257 bullet in the 80 - 85 grain 
weight range. Any heavier than that and it 
takes too much powder to drive it, with 
the resulting increase in violence of explo- 
sion. Calculations have shown the body 
of the PPC as chambered in my rifle is 
about .5066 square inches. After a lot of 
figuring with several lengths in the three 
available cases | ended up with a capacity 
of .6060 for a .308 basic shaped with a 
1.150 body length and an overall length of 


1.610”. This case has a body length of 4.4 
calibers. If we were to use the same vol- 
ume on the 1.750”PPC case it would end 
up 5 calibers long for the body. A compari- 
son with the standard PPC shows a body 
of 4.4 cal. The 33.5 grain powder charge 
is 19% larger than my standard PPC 
charge. My .6060 case is 19% larger in 
volume, the bullet of 85 grains is 21% larg- 
er. Remember the larger bullet base is 
driven more efficiently so that’s why the 
discrepancy there. Recoil is still very low. 
A charge of 33.5 grains of H4895 would 
give 5.9 Ibs in the LV and 4.6 in the HV. 
The final calculation is twist rate for a 
.920” jacket @ 3100-3200 fps. This looks 
like a 15” twist or possibly a 14” to be 
conservative. 

To get the volume | want in the PPC 
case it would have to be a body 1.3” long 
with a final around 1.750. In the .30-30 to 
get the volume it wuld have a body 1.440” 
and a final length 1.775” long.

DEEP FREEZING BARRELS 


Dear Dave, 

As a barrel maker | am always interest- 
ed in anything that will improve the per- 
formance of a barrel in any way. | first 
heard of the “deep cold” treatment of rifle 
barrels through Walt Berger, and have 
been involved in some of the research 
work. 

To those unfamiliar with the subject, 
this is a method of treating steel with ex- 
tremely low temperatures. The name of 
the process is “Deep Cryogenics”. In this 
process, metal is subjected to tempera- 
tures in the minus 300 degree F range. 
(That’s even colder than a Vermont win- 
ter shoot!) Industry has been using the 
process for several years with varying de- 
grees of success. It seems to work espe- 
cially well on steel parts subject to wear. 
Example: Cutting tools cold treated have 
shown an increase in wear resistance, fa- 
tigue resistance, shock resistance and re- 
lief of stresses. In some cases an im- 
provement of 600% has been measured. 
What all that means from a practical view- 
point is a tool that wears less and is less 
subject to breakage. 

Will all these good things apply to rifle 
barrels? | don’t know. | do know that sev- 
eral shooters have barrels that have been 
treated and they are now shooting them. 
Maybe we will find out something this 
season. 

Benchrest barrels lose their peak accu- 
racy from two different factors. Firstis the 
erosion caused by the heat of the burning 
powder. Second is the wear and scratch- 
es caused by the cleaning rod. | doubt if 
the cold treatment will result ina decrease

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of erosion, but it could be a big benefit in 
reducing wear and scratches from the 
cleaning rod. We still find that about 50% 
of the benchrest barrels lose their peak 
accuracy due to cleaning rod damage. 

Stresses in a rifle barrel is a “spooky” 
subject as stress is not something you 
can see or measure. All rifle barrels have 
some degree of stress in them even 
though they are put through a stress re- 
lieving process by both the steel mill and 
the barrel manufacturer. Stress relieving 
by heat treatment does not relieve 100% 
of the stresses. Apparently these residual 
stresses are not a problem in the majority 
of barrels. But there is the possibility of 
there being stresses not removed by heat 
treating that can degrade the accuracy of 
a barrel. Such stresses can possibly be 
removed by the “deep cold” treatment. 
Physicists claim the “deep cold” changes 
the molecular and atomic structures of 
the metal in a way that heat treating does 
not. 

| have had one report of a not-so-good 
shooting barrel that became an extremely 
good shooter after the “deep cold” 
treatment. 

There are anumber of companies offer- 
ing “deep cold” treatment and a number 
of different procedures are used in regard 
to the temperature used and the time ele- 
ment used. Not all methods will work for 
rifle barrels. In fact, some methods could 
ruin a barrel. Walt Berger has been work- 
ing with a company in Phoenix that has 
developed a treatment for rifle barrels. If 
you want a barrel treated, or need infor- 
mation, contact Walt Berger.

Dear Dave, 

The attached chamber sketch might 
well be of interest to you and the 
readers. 

| suspect that a certain number of our 
subscribers are familiar with a .222 family 
case made by RWS in Germany, the 5.6 x 
50 Mag. The standard .222 measures 
1.700” in case length. The .222 Magnum 
has a length of 1,850 (47mm in metric 
terms, which dimension explains the 
background for the 6x47 cartridge no- 
menclature). The 5.6 (.224 to you) x 50, in 
some specimens on my loading bench at 
the moment, measures 1.965 case 
length. 

The folk lore that is fed to us by the 
American ammo manufacturers includes 
the wisdom that the longer and thinner a 
cartridge case is ... the harder it is to 
draw the case with any semblance of uni- 
form case sidewalls. That is all very inter- 
esting to us country bumpkins, but it 
makes it very hard to explain the tremen- 
dously uniform sidewalls in the 5.6 x 50, a 
case that is extremely long and thin. . . in- 
deed it looks like a modern .25-21 or .25- 
25... two Schuetzen cases of generally 
similar characteristics. If memory serves 
me correctly, Vern Juenke (The Accuracy 
Den, Reno, Nevada) mentioned this case 
most favorably a year or so ago in an arti- 
cle on testing with his ICC device (an elec- 
tronic wall thickness tester). 

The wildcat in question, the one that we 
are talking about, the 6mm-223 im- 
proved, measures 1.760 overall case 
length. Yes, that is the exact length of the 
factory .223 cartridge. However, if true 
tack-driving accuracy is what you are 
after, you absolutely must not get lazy, 
and make them out of .223 brass. If you

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want to shoot in the same league as the 
PPCs, you must use the superior 5.6 x 50 
RWS brass. The real good Sako brass is 
one of the strong suits of the PPC; you’re 
just not going to compete with it without 
superior brass. yourself. 

The cases do have to be trimmed to 
length, and the neck must be turned. Dave 
Saito, a top-flight stockmaker out in our 
area, has been doing quite a bit of experi- 
menting lately with this case, ina rifle that 
was gunsmithed by Harvey Miller. Dave 
uses two neck turning tools; one to bring 
the neck down close to the desired dimen- 
sion and one to bring it exactly there, with 
a nice, smooth finish.

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Dear Dave, 

The 7mm caliber barrel seems to be 
getting more attention in hunter class 
benchrest in recent days. | just talked to 
Francis Broussard, and he tells me that he 
has now a 7mm-08 rifle with a 14 inch 
twist barrel. Alex Pettigrew has a 7mm-08 
with a 10 twist barrel, andlrey Smithhasa 
7mm IMSHA rifle, with twist not known to 
me as | write this. | have just had a 7 TNT 
built for me by Harold Broughton, using a 
12 twist Hart barrel. 

There has finally been some attention 
to the 7mm by the custom bullet makers in 
the past year or so. And it’s about time. 
GTB and Speedy Gonzalez are both mak- 
ing lighter weight 7mm benchrest quality 
bullets. | also hear persistent rumors that 
Sierra is considering bringing out a lighter 
bullet, in the 120-125 grain range. After 
talking to Sierra | had my 7mm TNT 
throated for the 150 grain bullet, since Si- 
erra tells me that it fully equals their 168 
grain, .30 caliber match king . . . a bullet 
with a fine reputation for accuracy. 

Based on my uneducated calculations 
(without benefit of computer or research 
lab), I'm guessing that the optimum com- 
bination for the 7mm tube would be a 130 
grain bullet at 2800 f.p.s., in a 14 twist 
barrel. And some day I’m going to settle 
down to check this theory out in 
actuality. 

It will be only when we have a number of 
good benchrest shooters working with 
7mm that we will really be able to find out 
exactly how good the 7mm jackets are, of 
course. 

Barrels certainly are no problem. It is 
my understanding (not gospel) that Hart 
has 14, 12, 10 and 9 twists available. Bill 
Wiseman making the standard twists (14- 
12-10), plus 13 and 9. Matco can make

any twist that you want. Atkinson and 
Shilen both make 7mm barrels, but | con- 
fess that | do not know what twists they 
make available. 

| would think that the optimum 7mm 
cartridge for hunter class would be 1.750 
long, a neck length of .300, and shoulder 
angle of 35°, with .010 body taper. This 
should be right about at minimum case 
capacity for hunter rifles. 

Meanwhile | am trying out my new 7 
TNT. It is a cartridge designed for silhou- 
ette, and is described in a Nov.-Dec. issue 
of Rifle magazine back in the 1980 or 
1981 era, ina Layne Simpson article. | feel 
that there are some wrong dimensions in 
the case drawing that accompanied the 
article, as well as the comments on water 
capacity of the case. My testing turns upa 
water capacity of 48.1 to 48.9 grains of 
water, depending on which brass is used 
to form the case. It has an overall length of 
1.775”, with a neck of .254, and a 35° 
shoulder. 

| have only had once chance to try out 
this rifle to date; the four groups fired 
measured .347, .314, .520 and .519. 
While fire-forming the BR brass that | 
hope to use some day, | fired a .752 group 
for 18 shots. Two shots were distinctly 
“out”, but the remaining 16 shots mea- 
sured a very encouraging .416. | might 
add that these basic tests were done with 
a downright brisk little wind whipping 
around my ears. The four groups were 
fired with Federal NP brass, 210M prim- 
ers, and 35.8 grains of H4895 with 150 
grain Sierra bullets. The 18 shot group 
was fired with Remington BR brass, and 
7V2 primers, with the other components 
the same.

Precision Shooting. | was getting no- 
where fast when | finally reached Bart 
Wider, of B.W. Gunworks, at 4:00 pm 
Thursday. He had one, and said that he 
would get it shipped out to me by over- 
night delivery. | got it the next day, and 
called to thank him personally. It wasn’t in 
the cards that | was to win the match, but!

| see that the IBS shooters have voted 
to make a change in the 1012 pound rifle 
classes. | congratulate them on their deci- 
sion to require two different calibers in the 
two classes. If the caliber change had only 
been upwards, instead of downwards, it 
would have been fantastic. | think that it 
took courage to change their rules. Cer- 
tainly there will be some that will criticize. 
(Editor: Aw, | can’t believe that, Troy!). A 
sporter really should be closer to a medi- 
um game caliber; hence the bigger caliber 
requirement, to my way of thinking. Still, 
the change has got to be an improvement 
on the previous situation, and again, | 
commend you for going ahead with the 
obvious.

A short note to let you know my prog- 
ress on the large primer pocket conver- 
sion to small pocket. 

Due to the equipment required to 
swage the pocket | don’t feel that most 
shooters can go that way, and those that 
do have the equipment do not have the 
time from production needs, etc. to make 
them up in the quantity needed. 

Therefore | have been working on bush- 
ing the pocket. | think | have found a sim- 
ple effective way to do this, tests look 
good at this time. 

| am listing the equipment needed and 
sketches of them as well as the steps 
required. 


Equipment 

. Wilson Case Trimmer 

2. 11/64 twist drill 

3. Bushing to fit, Wilson case trimmer 
(Fig. 1.) 

4. Shell holder for Wilson case trimmer 
caliber to be used (Fig. 2.) 

5. Bushing for case trimmer to hold end 
mill (Fig. 3.) 

6. Center cutting end mill ground to .173 
dia. 

7. Adhesive. Super glue type (I have been 
using “Hot Stuff Super T Gap filling 
mfg. by Satellite Co., P.O. Box 836, 
Simi, CA 93062, a model airplane glue, 
found in our local hobby shop).

Procedure 

1. Lightly coat inside wall of primer pock- 
et with the adhesive. 

2. Seat large primer in normal manner, 
load and fire form case. 

3. Insert bushing (Fig. 1.) into case 
trimmer. 

4. Insert (tight) case in shell holder (Fig. 
2.) and place in trimmer. 

5. Insert 11/64 drill in bushing and use 
drill motor to drill through head or 
primer. 

6. Remove drill and bushing, and remove 
anvil with small pick. 

7. Insert bushing with end mill set to 
depth, and ream until full depth is ob- 
tained. (CAUTION: keep end mill free 
of chips to prevent scoring of walls.) 

8. Reverse case and shell holder in 
trimmer. 

9. Replace the bushing and end mill with 
the Wilson cutter and cut base of case 
until Square with axis to insure that the 
bushing is flush with base. 


This completes the operation. This still 
leaves the question of the flash hole size. 
However based on my own experience 
and the imput from others the flash hole is

not a problem and can be solved by ad- 
justing the powder load. (Slightly less for 
the large flash hole). 

In case a small flash hole is wanted, |

STARTLING 
NEW CARTRIDGE 


JACK DORFLINGER, of Waymart, Pa. 
has sent us a photo of a startling new car- 
tridge ... and the news has burst like a 
bombshell in our editorial offices. Work 
was suspended for the day, while the en- 
tire editorial staff contemplated the won- 
der that had come to be. I'll talk our read- 
ers through an explanation of the photo, 
but be warned ... the wonder explained 
... Will be a wonder still. 

First, note the upper “tube”. This 
screws and unscrews into the base of the 
cartridge. You unscrew it, put in your 
powder charge, and re-screw it into the 
cartridge base. Note the primer. Other, 
lesser mortals, insist on sticking the prim- 
er into the cartridge base. In the 
Dorflinger Humdinger, the cartridge prim- 
er is left sticking out there in the breeze, 
for better cooling (of the primer), and to 
allow the primer blast to get a running 
start on its assigned task of igniting the 
powder. 

Once the primer blast gets going, in the 
base is a series of mazes, some blocked 
solid, others are open, and permit pas- 
sage of the primer blast. So, that blast 
has to wander around the mazes, trying 
to join up with the elusive powder. 

Coincident with the ignition of the prim- 
er, a small trap door opens at the base of 
the powder tube. The powder falls into 
the base, where it, in turn, finds a series of 
mazes that it must now wander through, 
looking for the primer blast... . thatin turn 
is wandering around the various mazes 
... looking for the powder. 

Eventually they find each other. In test- 
ing, this has varied from 23 seconds to an 
hour and a quarter. Whereupon, we are 
gifted with classic ignition, and that ole 
bullet goes a-hellin’ out of there, like a cat 
with its tail afire. 

If you are as smart as the editor (unlike- 
ly), two TREMENDOUS advantages will 
IMMEDIATELY become obvious for this 
wonderful new ignition system. 

First, the powder and the primer blast, 
once they finally find each other .. . man, 
they’re really agitated. So would you be, if 
you'd been rammin’ around some half 
inch mazes at 4000 feet per second, hit- 
ting your head on some dead-ends, 
lookin’ for that stupid powder. In the dark, 
yet. Let me tell you, feller, when that prim- 
er blast finally finds that powder .. . it is 
maddern’ hell, and in no mood to trifle 
around ... there is none of this “incom- 
plete combustion” nonsense. Friend, 
you’ve got a blast-off on your hands! 
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Second ... well, this gets a bit tricky, 
but we are close to THE ULTIMATE here, 
with a little more fine tuning. Let’s say 
that, by way of a lot of research, you’ve 
got the mazes set up in the base of your 
bullet so that you KNOW that the primer 
blast will find the powder EXACTLY 55 
seconds after you squeeze the trigger. 
Okay, here we go; the trigger has just 
been snapped. You jump up from your 
seat, and go a tearin’ back to your clean- 
ing area, runnin’ like ole Willie Mays ... 
flat out ... time is of the essence here. 
Grab your cleaning rod, and go a-tearin’ 
back to your bench. Don’t stop to talk... 
if anyone gets in your way ... knock ‘em 
down. That includes George Kelbly, 
Gordie Euber, whoever. Okay, you're 
back at the bench. You just knocked two 
sweet old ladies on their ear, but pay that 
no mind; time is of the essence. Some 
bleeding heart liberal can pick ’em up, and 
dust ‘em off. Time is of the essence, and 
thirty nine seconds are gone already. 
Grab your cleaning rod, put a tight patch 
on it, and stuff it down the muzzle. 

Now, keep an eye, a close eye on your 
stop watch; timing is everything here. Ina 
total of 55 seconds, we’re gonna have 
blast off. AT EXACTLY 54 seconds, you 
must grab that cleaning rod handle and 
give it a helluva pull. . . | mean, | want it to 
come out of there. . . at exactly 541% sec- 
onds, with a solid “whunk”. 

Okay, let’s explain things to some of 
our slower thinkers. What happened 
when you yanked that tight patch the 
length of the bore, at 542 seconds, and it 
came out the front, with a “whunk” noise? 
You don’t know?? Listen, you utter nin- 
compoop... you created... momentari- 
ly .... for a split second ... A PERFECT 
VACUUM! Right? Of course I’m right! And 
what happens when you fire a bullet with- 
out air resistance | ask you? Men, this is 
the final key . . . the one that we have been 
looking for. . . the day of 6000 f.p.s. muz- 
zle velocity IS HERE. Tell your friends. 

Well, your editor is kind of exhausted at 
this point, from all the excitement of 
breaking this news to you. Obviously we 
have not even scratched the surface of 
the possibilities of this new system. 

Acritic has pointed out that a change in 
lot number of the powder used . . . could 
turn up a faster burning powder . . . that, 
in our little example . . . could go off at 53 
seconds, rather than 55 seconds. 

That DOES seem to be a bit of a prob- 
lem, | must admit. The two association 
presidents, on being consulted on the 
matter, felt that their respective rule 
books were not really set up to deal with 
the matter of a cleaning rod going through 
a competitor’s target. An unfortunate ex- 
ample of short-sighted rule book writing, 
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if you ask me (admittedly, no one did ask). 

Still, small trifling little problems will 
probably bedevil us for a while. The ulti- 
mate uses of this new wonder cartridge, 
the ultimate applications . . . will probably 
not appeal to the faint of heart. It was ever 
thus. 

At present, only Seely Masker has an- 
nounced plans to tool up for chambering 


the Dorflinger Humdinger. A noted Mask- 
er client (I can’t tell you his name, but he’s 
a dentist) has told me (in confidence) that 
he is having all his match rifles 
rechambered this very week ... for the 
Dorflinger Humdinger. 

The era of 6,000 f.p.s. is here. Tell your 
friends.

We have received some letters 
and phone calls indicating that individuals 
that were having 10/2 pound 6 PPC’s built 
are abandoning the projects because of 
the proposed change in the Light Varmint 
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rules. These individuals have indicated 
that their new rifles could only be used 
once a year beginning in 1987 since the 
Sporter Class is only competed at the 
Championships. Here is where the clarifi- 
cation is needed. Over 95% of the shoot- 
ers competing in the Light Varmint Class 
are shooting Sporter Rifles. If the rule 
change holds up at the 1987 Winter Meet- 
ing, we would expect that most clubs 
would register the normal weekend as 
Heavy Varmint and Sporter rather than 
Heavy Varmint and Light Varmint. Some 
clubs may even elect to run Light Varmint 
and Sporter simultaneously. No one 
would be wasting their time and money to 
have a 22 caliber or a6MM rifle built at this 
time. There will be ample opportunity for 
both rifles to be used in registered 
competition. 

The International Championships at 
Council Cup are shaping up to be a FIRST 
CLASS program. Current plans include 
the printing of a program that each com- 
petitor will receive at sign-up. The pro- 
gram will contain a page for the competi- 
tor to use as their scorecard. Additionally 
the program is planned to have a com- 
plete listing of all IBS members and ad- 
dresses, a listing of merchandise donors 
(there will be three merchandise drawings 
during the week), a listing of the match 
sponsors (we are planning a monetary 


match winner award in the $25 to $50° 


range in addition to match pins), pictures 
from around the circuit over the past cou- 
ple of years, as well as some other key 
items. A cash option will also be available 
for competitors to participate in if they de- 
sire. The cash option will be only for 
match placement and will pay four places 
on each match. The trophies have been 
ordered, all 86 of them. They will be 
plaques from BR Awards. The Fun Gun 
matches will be held at the conclusion of 
the 100 yard Heavy Varmint stage on Fri- 
day afternoon. The Powder Puff will be 
held at 100 Yards on Friday, after the Fun 
Gun matches. We have special plans for 
the match report. It will be bound, with 
pictures and a professional listing of the 
results by class. We have another special 
treat being planned this year. Many of you 
have been favorably impressed with the 
Championship patches that have been 
given to each competitor in the past. This 
year we are working on plans to give each 
competitor a Council Cup Belt Buckle. 
The Buckle would be in the shape of the 
familiar Indian Head with the appropriate 
inscription on the Buckle. We will keep 
you posted as our plans develop. 


PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


There is good news in the offing for the 
IBS Clubs concerning targets. The IBS 
has been faced with inventorying and tar- 
gets and paying the shipping of targets 
from printer to distributor for many years. 
This has adversely impacted on the price 
of the targets and has at times caused 
short outages of particular styles. We are 
pleased to announce that we have 
consumated an agreement with printer to 
print, inventory and direct ship the targets 
to clubs and individuals beginning June 1, 
1986.

The registration fees include 
the price of lodging, powder and primers 
in addition to the range fees. Now, that is 
what one would call an all inclusive 
package. 

By the time that most of you read this, 
the first IBS European Championship will 
be history. We are sure that the shoot will 
be agrand success. Itis the culmination of 
the many years of effort that our Interna- 
tional Committee has invested with the 
representatives in Europe. Many have in- 
dicated that they do not see the IBS mem- 
bers traveling to Europe to shoot. The ac- 
tual shooting could not now be done 
without the unselfish efforts of individuals 
in the US, Germany, Italy, France and En- 
gland over the past 15 years. We must re- 
member and recognize that the success 
of the growth of our clubs and our organi- 
zation in general comes through the ef- 
forts of those behind the scenes.

80s, andneither rain, nor snow, nor gloom 
of night stayed the proceedings. A 
decent-sized number of Eastern shooters 
made the journey. The captain of the 
Eastern team has since told us, in an ex- 
clusive interview for this publication, that 
the entire team neglected to reset their 
watches as well as their scopes’ parallax, 
when crossing into a different time zone. 
Unfortunately, none of the Western 
shooters saw fit to advise the visitors of 
this critical fact. | am told that the only 
helpful advice given the Eastern lads was 
the comment that their powder measures 
should be set up upside down, because 
gravity worked exactly opposite once one 
has crossed the Mississippi. An Eastern 
shooter has told me ... “if someone had 
not told us this piece of invaluable infor- 
mation, we could not have shot as well as 
we did”. Yes indeed. 

Things got underway with the light var- 
mint 100 yard stage. Lowell Frei, who was 
to establish this weekend that he was 
shooting in mid-season form, took the 
yardage win with a .2318 figure, followed 
by Walt Berger's .2428.
